Design planning underway for Aviation Road 


The dangerous and congested 
level crossing at Aviation Road 
in Laverton will be the next to 
go in Melbourne's west and 
we're seeking your Input on 
design solutions. 


The level crossing at Aviation Road is 
used by 7,000 drivers every day and is 
a key access point for local traffic to 
cross the Werribee train line. 


When down, the boom gates cause 
congestion, frustration and delays 
for local drivers, pedestrians and 
train commuters. 


The Level Crossing Removal Authority 
has been busy investigating a number 
of ways to remove the Aviation Road 
level crossing. 


Each level crossing has its own set 
of characteristics to consider when 
preparing to remove it. Environmental, 


technical and community considerations 
all contribute to the design options 
put forward. 


Some of our key considerations in 
selecting a removal method are: 


e Traffic volumes 


e Disruption to train services and 
road users 


e Surrounding residential land use 
and impact to retail areas 


e Impacts to utilities and services 
e Ground and environment conditions 


e Land topography

Contracts are now signed, with work recently beginning on the long awaited partial duplication 
of the Altona Loop and removal of the dangerous Kororoit Creek Road level crossing in 
Williamstown North. 


As part of the contract, once successfully completing If successful, the crossing removals will then be delivered 
this work the constructors will then have the opportunity progressively to help industry build and maintain their 

to remove a further five level crossings on the Dandenong, skilled workforces. 

Werribee and Williamstown lines - Abbotts Road in 

Dandenong South, Aviation Road in Laverton, Cherry Works are well underway at the Kororoit Creek Road level 
and Werribee Streets in Werribee, and Ferguson Street crossing site. Early work will also kick off at the Abbotts 


Road crossing in Dandenong South before Christmas, 
with Aviation Road the next to go in the western suburbs.

Kororoit Creek Road update 


In other news for the west, the Kororoit Creek Road level 
crossing removal project is now well underway. 


The Altona Loop was closed during weekends in early September and early 
November, allowing construction crews to begin preparing the construction site. 


The team laid cabling under Kororoit Creek Road and installed a number 
of safe crossings over the train tracks for construction vehicles. 


Reduced speed limits and a temporary pedestrian crossing near the construction 
area are now in place.
